The following 
notice signed by the board of directors and 
the president of the bank, was pssted on the 
door: 

Owing to the stringency in the money market, 
caused in agreat part by tLe present finaucial cri- 
tis, this bank is forced temporarily to suspend op 
erat os A statement of the condition of the 
bavEk is now being prepared, which will be made 
publicas soon as pussible, and we feel assured it 
wiil prove satisfactory to the most scrutinizing. 

The bank is believed to be perfectly sol- 
vent and able to pay every cent it owes. 
Thomas White, cashier of the bank, says the 
suspension is due, among ether causes, to 
the fact that during his absencein New York 
jast week, a large number of certificates of 
deposit, on which the bauk requires trom 10 
to 30 dsys notice, were paid witkout the re- 
quisite notice being given, and that within 
the past few days $64000 of state funds 
which had been deposited in the bank had 
been checked cut. He thought the bank 
would resume ina few days, After the 
doors of the suspended bank had been 
closed, a heavy run for several hours was 
made on the Petersburg Savings and Insur- 
ance bank, which promptly mei all de- 
mands. 

The Erie County savings bank, of Erie, Pa., 
suspended this morning.

WasHiIneton, May 19.—It is said at the 
ireasury department to-day, in regard to the 
question of the purchase of the four per cent 
bonds, that in case those bonds had declined 
much below 118 Jast week, it would have 
been the duty of Secretary Folger to have 
invested the balance due in the sinking fund 
and surplus revenues on band, in them, as 
in so doing there would have been 
a large saving over an investment in 3percent 
par.

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THE WOOL MEN. 


They Decide Not to Support Any Party Which Wili 
Fallto Protect Them. 

Cotumpus, May 19.—The national mass 
meeting of the wool growers of the United 
States was called to order at 10 o’clock, 134 
delegates being present. Twenty-one states 
end territories are represented. Columbus 
Delano, of Ohio, was made president; R. T. 
McCulley, of Missouri, secretary; and a list 
of vice presidents from the wool growing 
states. Mr. Delano. in taking .the chair, 
sketched the importance of the wool industry 
of the United States and the necessity of 
united action for the protection 
of that industry. He said 
the development of wool growing began 
with the passige of the wool tariff of 1867, 
and the result bas been a reductioh on the 
price of wool to the manufacturers. He urg- 
ed the necessity of constant work until the 
res'oration of that tariff was secured, and 
politicians brought to terms. He held that a 
tariff for ‘revenue wes free trade, and was 
Gangerous to the prosperity of the country. 
A platform was adopted, settipg forth the ex- 
tent and importance of wool and sheep bus- 
bandry, deciaring that the sheep growers will 
know their friends wherever they find them, 
and that they will not support any party or 
political candidate until it or be has clear’y 
defined its or his position in favor of the 


wool tariff.

SHAVING CLOSB. 


The Sparse Appropriativns Whiek are being Patecd 
by the touse, and the Heasone. 
WASHINGTON, May 19 —[{Special.]—Much 
comment is now being had in Washington 
on the closeness of the general appropriation 
bills, The river and harbor committee 
lopped eight millions off the figures of the 
bili passed over the presidént’s veto two 
years ago. Mr. Randall has paralyzed 
the estimates of all the departments 1D 
every bill yet presented, and the bil/s to come 
will be of the same economic character. 
W bile there is some complaint of this appar- 
ent stinginess and some accusations of nig- 
gardly etatesmansbip are cast against demo- 
eratic leaders, it must be remembered that 
most of those shore appropriations sre 
justified on the ground that the 
money spending power of the 

government will notdo to trust. It asks [{ 
more than it needs, and on the eve of a great 
campaign congressioaal appropriations gen 
erally furnish the nucleus for @ great corrup- 
tion fund to be used by the party in power. 
We have no assurance taat the appropriation 
of abundred millions would give us a good 
pavy with the history of naval investmen's 
since the war, s‘aring usin the face. The cry 
for big appropriations by a democratic Conl- 
gress comes from the party which is to do 
the spending, and its record shows that it 
spends the public funds fi sé for party aud 
tnen fur public welfare.

THE CZAR’S SON OF AGE. 


IMPOSING DEMONSTRATIONS IN 
HONOR OF THE EVENT. 


The Horribie Conditien of (he Cuban Treasury L' ke- 
\y to Drive Spain Isto the Sale of Cubs—The 
Priace cf Wales tn Peris-Tiiness of 
the Duc D’Aumele— Foreign Notes, 


St. Peterssurc, May 19 —The majority of 
the czarwitch was celebrated yesterday by 
the various court and state ceremonies, and 
a fete to the people on the field. The streets 
of the city were thronged by enthusbastic 
masses. The czar and the czarwitch drove 
through the crowd, and at midday in an open 
carriage, and without escort. The populace 
loudly cheered as the royal personages pass- 
ed. The windows along the route were spe- 
cially ordered to be kept closed. The czarina 
was driven laterin the day to the winter 
palace, where the members of the imperial 
family, the officials of the various embassies 
and high state and church dignitaries were 
assembled. At the palace, Prince William, 
of Germany, in the name of his father, the 


emperor, conferred upon the czarwitch the 
decorations of the orcerof the Black Eagle 
The procession then formed and proceeded 
to the palace church, the czar and czarina 
leading They were followed by Queen Olga, 
of Greece, the czarwitch, the duchess of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin, Prince William and 
the Russian guard, dukes and duchesses. 
After prayers bad been offered, the czar- 
witch took the oath of allegiance to the cuar 
and loyalty to fatherland and 
swore to maintain the legal order 
of sucesssion tothe throne. A salute of 30i 
gunsiu honorof the day was then fired. 
Returning to the palace the czarwitch took 
the oath of military allegiance on the stand- 
ard of his body guard of Lis Co sack regi- 
ment, Anotber salute was fired and then 
their imperial majesties retired 
from the ceremonies. The czars 
witch in the afternoon received dep- 
utations from all classes of civil, military and 
provincial population. The.shipping in the 
Neva was resplendent with a display of flags 
of all nations. The streets were all gaily dec~ 
orated with flags and banners. The entire 
city tonight is brilliantly ilumioaied,. 
Special services of thanksgiving were held in 
the churches. Prince William placed a 
wreath of immortelles upon the tomb of 
Alexander Fi. 

The czar bas appointed Prince William an 
honorary colonel of the Viborg infantry regi- 
ment. The Journal de St. Petersburz, in 
referring to Prince William’s yisit to St. Pe 
tersburg says: It is not merely a courtesy, but 
testifies to tbe good relations existing between 
Rassia and Germany. It is a guarantee of 
many years’ secure friendship between two 
slates, 

All the employes of the Bakna railway have 
been arrested on the charge of being impli- 
cated with tbe nihilists. A well-known fe 
male socialist, Wera Fillipowa, is.among the 
accused. At the trial 160 nihilists will be 
arraigned. A rigorous censorship of the dis- 
patches concerning Russian po icy in Central 
Asia and Merv has been ordered, 

AGUENO * MOVEMEN'S 

New York, May 19 —A letier from Havana 
dated May 15, says: The authorities have 
not yet succeeded in capturing Aguero. Tuis 
c'rcumstance is cavsipg much.-criticism al] 
over the island. Every few daysacs of de- 
struction are said tobe committed by de 
tached parties of Aguero’s band, Rumors of 
the contemplated sale of Cuba to the United 
States, which, it appears, were originally 
started in New York, bave found echo 
among the thinking circles of this island, 
although they are discredited. [tis asserted 
that the horribie state of the Cuban treasury 
wil! oblige Spain to sell the island in order to 
realiz? the number of millions which it can 
no lonzer draw out of Cuba. The 
saving of $172 000 by the suppression of the 
sub-intendancies of the treasury, lately de- 
creed by the minister of colonies, is hkea 
drop of water toasea. These sub intendan- 
cies were created only three months ago. 
The con'emplated reduction of estimate for 
expense to $2,700 000 is merely nominal, for 
with every exertion the government has 
never been able to collect a large sum for in 
come. Therefore, the burden of the tax pay- 
ers will not be lightened, and in the most fa- 
vyorable point of view, the so calied reduction 
will merely prevent a further deficit. The 
people are clamoring for 4 radical change, 
From the first of Juty next the new schedu'e 
of rules and tariffs for the collection of con- 
‘ributions for indus'ry and commerce will go 
in'o effect. 

A GERMAN LIBERAL CONVENTI -N 

Bertin, May 19 —A convention of 500 del- 
egates of the na'ioual liberal party was held 
in Berlin yesterday. Minister Hobrecht pre- 
sided. A long discussion took place, in 
which Hobrecht, Benningsen, Meguel and 
other prominent persons took part. Tbe 
conveution unapimously passed resolutions 
expressing Uuuswerving loyalty to the 
emperor and the empire, and declaring i's 
conviction of the necessity of the anti social 
‘st Jaw, and resolved to maintain unisopair- 
ed the constitutional righ's of the people's 
representatives. The convention declared 
its determination net to coalesce with the 
other group, and 2a!so pledged the party to 
support the goverment to the utmost in 
socialand poritical reform, and especially to 
endeavor to pass the accident insurance bill 
during the present session. At 
the close of the . meeting three hearty 
cheers were given for the emprror. 

In Hamburg, the articles of the new Culo- 
nial bank provide for a capitol of thirty mil 
lion, with power to increase it to sixty mil- 
lion marks, The incorporators are author: 
ized to conduct a banking busicess 
for promoting direct dealings in 
money and bills of exchapge 
between Germany and trans oceanic coun- 
tries, The bank is forbidden to issue notes, 
to deal in its own shares, to engage in Specu- 
lative business, or business connected with 
real property, toacquire er advance money 
on landed property, or to receive money on 
deposit in Germany 

THE PRINCE OF WALES IN PARIS.

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GRAND JURIES. 
Reporter calls timely atten- 

power and influence 
of the grand juries of the 
counties in suppressing crime and pro- 
moting the prosperity and well-being that are 
the natural and inevitable accompaniments 
of good order. THE Conssttution has fre 
quently alluded to this subject, and we are 
glad to see our state contemporeriesinclinedto 
make it the text for emphatic comment, So 
fares the prompt enforcement of the law is 
concerned, the chief responsibility rests with 
the grand juries. Atthe very least, these bodies 
represent the public sentiment ofthe coun- 
ties. In the great majority of instances, 
they are thems:2lves the public sentiment of 
the counties, the engines of law and order, 
the conservators of good morals, upon which 
society depends, 

Of late, as we took occasion te point out 
the other day, the grand ingques‘s of the coun- 
ties are beginning to wisely magnify their 
office, but there isstill great room for im- 
provement in this respect. How often is it 
the case that the proceedings of the 
grand juries are made insignificant—nay, 
even contemptible—by that deadly perfunc- 
torines3; which is the mark of carelessness or 
recklessness, or the lack of interest. How 
often does it happen that the presentments 
intended to serve as proclamations to their 
feilow-citizens betray asad lack of that pa- 
trio.ic interest in the well-being of society 
woich shoald who are 
selected as grand jurors on account of the 
respect and esteem in which they are held, 

There can be no more responsible pcs‘tion 
than that-of grand juror, and the citizen who 
occupies it owes it to himself and to his neigh- 
bors to exercise its duties fearlessly, impar- 
tially and with the eagerness that accom- 
panies the actions of a man cf public spirit. 
Wherever, in any section or country, there 
are manifestations of lawlessness, it may be 
taken for granted that the grand juries are 
not adequately performing their duties. 
In the countries where the grand inquests 
have made the public feel their influence 
as i. should be felt, the people are enjoying 
the fruits of peace and good order. 

Upon this point the LeGrange Reporter 
“The grand jury is the most powerful 
factor in local goverrernment, If, 
twice a@ year, in each of the 130 and more 
counties in Georgia twenty-three good, true 
and inteiligent citizens (:he code requires 
that they shall be the best), sworn to enforce 
the law without fear, favor or affection, 
would be true in every instance to their duty, 
pot only these evi's but every other species 
of crime would be speedily wiped out, or so 
diminished in a few years that there would 
be little need for jails and _ pen- 
itentiarics. These are the reots and the 
nour/shing soilof crime; lay the ax at the 
root of the tree and the deadly upas 
which blights the land would itself soon be 
destroyed. How great the responsibility of 
agrand juror! Heisasworn officer of the 
court and should know neither self interest 
nor favoritism in his public acts. The en- 
forcement of the law, the ferreting out of 
crime and the presentation of the guilty for 
iriai, should ba his only thought. The ele- 
vation of the character of our grand juries 
wili be a powerfal meansof uplifting society 
and promoting morality.” 

There is no condition of things in Georgia 
requiring any extraordinary effort on the 
part of the grand juries; but there is large 
room for reform in the methods of the grand 
juries themselves, and this reform will not 
be jong delayed if our state contemporaries 
follow the cue of the Reporter.

It 
is estimated that about two million acres of land 
are devoted to the production of sugar beets in the 
various couutries of the continent of Europe.

lated countries for various reasons, but principally 
because it furnishes employment to women and 
children whe are obliged to work in the fields. 
Haud work is required to thin and weed the young 
piants, to cut off the tops, and te prepare the roots 
for the factory. Occupations that give employment 
to many people are very desirable in countries 
where land is high and the population is dense. 
We have conditions exactly the reverse of these in 
this country. Land ischeapand plenty and the

Europe manufacturers are well satisfied with a bus-

7 He Hennepin canal project is again before con- 
gress. Its projectors want $300,000 with which to 
begin the work of linking the great lakes and the 
Mississippi together with a ship canal. The ulti- 
mate cost of the big ditch is put at $4,500,040, but 
it is more likely to be $20,0.0,000. The route of the 
propesed canal extends from Rock island on the 
Mississippi river eastward to Hennepin on the 
Illiuois river, a distance of 65 miles. From the 
Mississippi to the summit level the distance will be 
forty miles, aod nine locks will be required in 1is 
part ofthe work, From the summit to Hennepin 
the distance will be 25 miles, audin this part of 
the work nineteen locks will be needed. The cost 
wax estimated ten years ago at $4,500 000. 
There is nowin use @ canal from Lake Michigan, 
at Chicago, westward to La Salle, on the Illinois 
river. Boa‘s using this canal pass from La Salle 
down the Iliinois river to the Mississippi, a few 
miles above St. Louis, It will be seen, therefore, 
that ‘here is already a waterwey in use between the 
Mississippi and the lake at Chicago.

THB GEORGIA CLAIMANTS To RE-

Wasnincton, May 20 —[Special]—Comp- { 
troller Lawrence to-dey informed Mr. Blount 
that all the claims for a rebate of the tobacco 
tax in Georgia had been audited, and that 
those which have not already been paid only 
await the regular course of business leading 
to the issue and delivery of the treasury 
drafts for their payment. All the Georgia 
claimants will, therefore, receive their rebates 
in afew days.

He touched 
Wire on @ most sensitive point when he said 
it made no difference to him what was said 
by a gentleman who practiced statesmanship 
in his kitchen and played the harlequin in 
the house. Since Wise, in his testimony be- 
fore the Danville committee stated that he 
always received his colored constituents in 
his kitehen, he has been kept busy explaining 
bis unfortunate remark, and the heozier con- 
gressman was quite exasperating this after- 
noon. Wiss will speak to-morrow, and it is 
said will reply to Lowry in peppery ianguage.

IN THE SENATE. 


The Hallread Land Grante—‘he Agrieuliural Ap» 
prepriation Bl)!. 

WASHINGTON, May 20 —Inthe senate after 
the transaction of the routine morning bus~ 
iness the chairman laid before the senate the 
resolution Offered yesterday by Mr. Van 
Wyck, relatiog to the land grant of the New 
Orleans, Baton Rouge and Vicgsbury railroad 
company, andon motion of Mr. Allison, 
without obj-ction by Mr. VanWyck, the res. 
olution was referred to the committee on 
public lands for its opinion and report as to 
the propriety of the proposed inquiry. 

The agricultural appropriation bill was 
taken up and proceeded with by sections 
One of the amendments added to the bi'l by 
the senate committee appropriates $20,000 for 
continuing the location and sinking of arte- 
sian wells on the plains, witha view to re- 

fing the arid and waste public lands. A. 
deal of objec'ion was raised to this pro- 
vision. The discussion was parti- 
cipeledsineby Mersrs. Wilson, Conger Cole, 
e, McMillan, Miller of Colorao, Plumb 
and Jones of Nevada. Finally this appropri 
ation was limited to the construction of two 
wells, andthe amendment was s#greed to— 
yeas 28, nays 22. Auother addition made to 
the bill by the senate committee was $15,000 
for the encouragement of siik culiure. 

Mr. George moved to amend byjmaking the 
amount read $20000 The amendment was 
supported by Messrs Morgan, Miller of Cali- 
fornia, Miicneli of Colorado, and opposed by 
Messrs. Ingalls and Altison It was defeated 
by a vote of 22 yeas to 29 pays, and the 
amendment was allowed to stand at $15,000. 
At the close of the debate the bill was passed 
without deviation The only changes of im 
portance by the senate are an increase in the 
amount of the appropriation for the lavora- 
tory from $16 000 to $20,000; the addition of 
the item of $20,000 for sinking artesian wells 
in arid lands, and tge item of $15,000 for the 
encouragement and deveiopment of silk cul- 
ture. Adjourned.
